NOAA Space Weather Outlook 


Issued January 31 — For the period February 1-27, 2012 

Solar activity is expected to be at very low to low levels from February 1-9 until old Regions 1401 
and 1402 are due to return. Solar activity is expected to increase to low levels with a chance for M- 
class flares and a slight chance for X-class flares for the remainder of the period. 

The greater than 10 MeV proton flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to remain elevated from 
February 1-2 but below the 10 pfu threshold values. A return to background levels is expected from 
February 3-8. On February 9, old Regions 1401 and 1402 are due to return to the visible disk. From 
February 9 until the end of the forecast period, there will be a slight chance for a proton event. 

The greater than 2 MeV electrons at geosynchronous orbit are expected to be at normal to 
moderate levels for the entire forecast period. 

The geomagnetic field is expected to be at predominantly quiet levels for the entire period. Quiet 
to unsettled levels are expected on February 3-4, February 9, February 12, and February 23. This 
increased activity can be attributed to multiple, recurrent coronal hole, high speed wind streams.

Former NRC member Bill Whitacre visited Quoddy House near Lubec, Maine, in the easternmost 
part of that state, November 19-21, 2011. At the site, first identified as a DXpedition location by 
Dallas Lankford, Bill set up what he calls a modified “double Kaz” antenna, aimed at 30 degrees, 
and recorded the band on his Perseus SDR. 

The “double Kaz” antenna is terminated (at the Rt points) with resistance of 1000 ohms, using 
Wellbrook FLG- 
1000s and a 2 x Double KAZ 
Wellbrook phaser 
for the impedance 
and phasing part of 
the antenna. On the 
first night (NOV 19 ,, 
2200 to NOV 20 J SSsenulsnielaeassaisdssnanseielinmsuunitsenstne tcpmimedicnesetiiagan 
0100), there was just ' 
one antenna with a 130’ center-to-center 
resistance of 780 
ohms. The full 
array was up and 
running for the 
second night (NOV 20 1900 to NOV 21 0700). 

Bill then went through his top-of-the-hour Perseus captures and created a web page with his 
loggings. Each log links to an mp3 file that allows the web user to hear the ID for that station. So, if 
you actually want to hear any of the loggings Bill made, you can go to the web site and listen to the 
clip! The web page can be found at http://realmonitor.com/am_logs_QH.php. 

Here are Bill’s logs for the DXpedition, along with the dates and times of the recordings on the 
web page (20-0100 means there is a recording of the station for November 20, 0100 UTC).
